The English Pilot was published in five separate volumes. Volume four can 
be considered the first English sea atlas of the Americas.

Henry Pelham Pelham Clinton was the son of Thomas, 3rd Duke of 
Newcastle, and Anna Maria Stanhope, youngest daughter of William, 2nd 
Earl of Harrington. He succeeded his father as 4th Duke of Newcastle in 1795, 
when he was only ten years old. He was educated at Eton and founded the 
Newcastle Prize at Eton in 1829. In 1807 he married Georgiana Elizabeth, 
daughter of Edward Miller Mundy Esq. of Shipley in Derbyshire, and was 
made a Knight of the Garter in 1812. A rigid conservative and an unpopular 
landlord, a mob bumed down his family seat of Nottingham Castle in 1831 
as a result of the Duke's opposition to the 1832 Reform Act. He added largely 
to the library formed by his grandfather, Henry, 2nd Duke of Newcastle, many 
of the finest books and manuscripts coming from his purchase of the library 
of Thomas Johnes of Hafod, the translator of Froissart. The Newcastle's 
Nottinghamshire home Clumber Park was demolished in 1938 with the 
building material and many of the contents, including the library and rare 
manuscripts being sold to raise money.

Whyte’s letter is dated 24th September 1948 and refers to some notes he

Evidently, Whyte has used these notes and memories to annotate the 
relevant pages of volume 1 where he was personally involved and sent the 
notes on to Churchill. Whyte's letter states that these notes ‘might be material 

for an authentic footnote throwing some light on the awkward predicament 
of Asquith’s cabinet in the last days of peace in 1914". Whyte also adds a 
request that if he were to send the first volume of Churchill's ‘World Crisis’ 
to him would he ‘write on the fly-leaf a word or two about those days in which 
| was "pars minima” to your "maxima"?’. Churchill's reply, Chartwell, 8 
October 1948, thanks Whyte for his note and for sending him copies of the 
records of ‘our conversations and of events just before the outbreak of the 
1914-18 war. It seems to strike some notes in my memory’, and agreeing to
